From  the  Desk  of 

Rabbi  Steinberg 

If  ever  there  was  a  time  tor  every  Jew 
to  come  to  the  assistance  of  Haganah  that 
time  is  the.  present.  If  ever  there  was  a 
cause  entitled  to  the  support  of  every  Jew 
that  cause  is  Haganah. 

The  London  Conference  on  Palestine 
has  ended,  as  most  of  us  expected,  in  a 
fiasco.  Great  Britain  now  proposes  iu 
bring  the  issue  of  Palestine  before  the 
United  Nations.  What  that  means  is  hard 
to  determine.  The  United  Nations  has 
never  dealt  with  an  issue  on  this  order. 
Its  Trusteeship  Council  is  still  in  the 
process  of  organization  and  has  behind 
it  no  precedents,  experience,  or  prestige. 
Among  other  things,  it  is  not  at  all  cer¬ 
tain  that  the  Palestinian  problem  can  be 
given  a  fair  hearing  by  the  United  Na¬ 
tions.  The  Arab  states  represent  a  solid 
block  of  votes  prejudiced  and  commuted 
in  advance;  the  Soviet  Union  and  its  satel¬ 
lites  are  presently  currying  favor  with 
the  Moslem  world;  so  too  is  Britain;  and 
there  has  already  been  some  distressing 
log  rolling  between  the  Middle  Eastern 
states  of  Europe  and  the  Latin  Americas. 

It  is  even  uncertain  exactly  what  the 
British  will  bring  before  the  United  Na¬ 
tions.  That  they  will  offer  to  surrender 
the  Mandate  seems  thoroughly  unlikely. 
As  British  troops  withdraw  from  one 
Arab  land  after  another,  as  the  evacua¬ 
tion  of  Egypt  impends.  Palestine  emerge  s 
increasingly  as  the  only  military  and 
commercial  port  of  call  available  to  the 
British  Empire  at  the  junction  point  of 
East  and  West.  The  likelihood  is  very 
strong  that  Great  Britain  will  ask  for  an

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adjudication  only  of  the  dispute  between 
the  Jews  and  the  Arabs,  making  at  the 
same  time  every  effort  to  retain  the  Man¬ 
date. 

Amidst  all  these  uncertainties  there  is 
only  one  predictability,  as  sure  as  death 
and  taxes:  this  business  is  going  to  take 
time,  and  a  great  deal  of  it.  But  the  D.P.’s 
cannot  wait  the  long  months,  perhaps 
years,  which  the  U.N.  will  require  to 
work  out  first  a  procedure  to  deal  with 
the  problem,  and  then  a  resolution  of  the 
problem  itself.  What  is  more,  the  more 
Jews  in  Palestine  when  the  U.N.  arrives 
at  the  hour  of  decision,  the  more  ponder¬ 
able  will  be  Jewish  will  and  Jewish  as¬ 
pirations  in  the  scale  of  judgment.  And 
the  more  demonstrably  insistent  Jews 
are  on  Jewish  immigration,  the  less  likely 
the  U.N.  will  he  to  court  futility  by  at¬ 
tempting  to  prevent  what  appears  to  he 
and  is  in  actuality  an  irresistible  tide. 

Hoping  for  ultimate  justice  from  the 
nations  of  the  world,  we  must  proceed 
now  to  help  ourselves.  The  Mediterra¬ 
nean,  during  the  coming  spring,  summer 
and  fall  should  swarm  with  Haganah 
boats  carrying  tens  of  thousands  of  Jew¬ 
ish  immigrants  to  their  homeland.  Should 
these  ships  he  intercepted,  nothing  shall 
have  been  lost.  The  D.P.’s  will  be  no 
worse  off  in  Cyprus  than  in  South  Ger¬ 


many.  Should  they  not  he  intercepted, 
and  a  considerable  number  of  them  will 
not  he,  all  the  belter.  That  many  more 
homeless  Jews  will  be  home  at  last,  re¬ 
building  their  own  lives  and  helping  to 
strengthen  Jewish  Palestine  so  that  it  can 
receive  others  yet  to  come.

Our  congregation  has  done  something 
for  Haganah;  it  has  not  done  anywhere 
near  enough.  Under  the  inspiration  of  a 
very  generous  gift  made  by  one  of  our 
members,  a  meeting  on  behalf  of  Haganah 
was  held  some  weeks  ago.  Successful  so 
far  as  it  went,  the  meeting  was  handicap¬ 
ped  by  the  absence,  for  one  reason  or 
another,  of  many  of  the  persons  who  had 
been  invited.  1  for  one — and  Rabbi  Kert- 
zer  and  Cantor  Putterman  share  my  senti¬ 
ments — mean  to  persevere  until  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  our  Synagogue  has  done  its 
full  duty  by  this  urgent  and  sacred  cause. 
1  mean  to  reach  every  one  of  the  persons 
invited  to  the  initial  meeting  who  neither 
attended  nor  sent  contributions  by  mail. 
These  persons,  incidentally,  are  all  of 
them  men  of  means  from  whom  substan¬ 
tial  contributions  are  to  he  expected. 

But  the  fight  is  everyone’s,  including 
those  of  us  who  are  not  men  of  means. 
I  propose  therefore  to  appeal  in  the  not 
too  distant  future  to  the  congregation — 
every  member  within  it — to  send  me  a 
contribution,  as  large  as  he.  can  afford, 
on  behalf  of  Haganah.

I  have  never  been  addicted  to  either-or 
procedures  in  life.  My  passionate  con¬ 
cern  with  moving  D.P.’s  into  Palestine 
does  not  in  the  least  detract  from  my 
eagerness  to  win  security  and  civic  rights 
for  those  Jews  who  elect  to  remain  in 
Europe,  nor  from  my  desire  to  see  the 
doors  of  America  opened  to  enlarged 
immigration  to  this  land.  Our  struggle 
for  Jewish  survival  has  to  be  fought  not 
on  one  but  on  all  fronts.

I  cannot  refrain  from  calling  to  the 
attention  of  the  members  of  the  lJark 
Avenue  Synagogue  the  vivid  and  mag¬ 
nificent  reporting  on  the  Palestine  situa¬ 
tion  by  Homer  Bigart  appearing  cur¬ 
rently  in  The  New  York  Herald  Tribune. 
The  Times  has  gone  far  since  the  days 
when  its  coverage  of  Palestine  was  an 
offense  not  only  to  Jews  but  to  everv  per¬ 
son  of  intelligence  and  good  wi  11.  But  it 
still  has  a  long  way  to  go  before  begin¬ 
ning  to  approximate  the  sympathetic  un¬ 
derstanding  disclosed  by  the  “Trib.”

To  those  who  at¬ 
tended  the  lectures  of  the  Committee  on 
Adult  Education  during  the  Spring  1946 
series,  our  speaker  is  no  stranger.  His  lec¬ 
tures  on  Jewish  History  during  its  earliest 
periods  were  well  received  by  all  present. 

A  native  of  Georgia,  Rabbi  Noveck  has 
lived  and  studied  in  New  York  for  some 
years.  He  holds  positions  on  the  teaching 
staffs  of  the  College  of  the  City  of  New 
York  and  the  Jewish  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary,  of  which  he  is  a  graduate.  Approxi¬ 
mately  500  families  comprise  his  thriving 
congregation  in  Freeport,  L.  I. 

For  his  subject  Rabbi  Noveck  has 
chosen  “The  Challenges  to  the  Survival 
of  Judaism  in  the  United  States  Today”. 
This  is  one  of  the  topics  in  which  he  has 
specialized  during  the  past  few  years  at 
the  School  of  Jewish  Studies  of  the  Jew¬ 
ish  Theological  Seminary  where  it  has 
been  used  as  the  basis  for  his  course.

That  Study  Group  for  parents  which 
deals  with  “Bringing  Up  the  Jewish  Child 
Jewishly”  and  is  led  by  Rabbi  Kertzer 
chewed  over  some  fascinating  material 
at  its  last  meeting.  In  connection  with  the 
Fourth  of  his  len  Commandments  for 
Jewish  Parents,  “Thou  shalt  stress  the 
common  ground  of  all  faiths”,  Rabbi 
lvertzer  reminded  us  that  there  is  often 
intolerance,  not  merely  between  Jews  and 
those  of  other  faiths,  but  between  Jews  of 
one  faction  and  Jews  of  another.  “There 
has  never  been  a  program,”  said  the 
Rabbi,  “lor  tolerance  within  our  own 
group.”  He  urged  more,  understanding, 
for  example,  on  the  part  of  conservative 
Jews  of  the  convictions  of  both  Orthodox 
and  Reform  co-religionists. 

The  Fifth  Commandment  —  “Thuo 
shalt  offer  thy  child  a  complete  Jewish 
education”- — led  to  an  animated  analysis 
of  the  special  problems  of  New  York  City 
parents  in  creating  the  right  attitudes  and 
offering  interesting  facts  to  hold  their 
children  close  to  the  Jewish  fold.

liant  lecturer.  He  brings  to  us  a  back¬ 
ground  rich  in  Jewish  history.  For  some 
eighteen  years,  he  taught  Jewish  history 
at  Gratz  College  and  is  at  present  the  edi¬ 
tor  of  the  Jewish  Publication  Society.  He 
is  the  author  of  “The  Church  and  the  Jews 
in  the  Thirteenth  Century”  and  his  latest 
volume  “A  History  of  the  Jews”  will  ap¬ 
pear  shortly. 

The  first  lecture  will  he  devoted  to  a 
survey  of  the  political  and  economic 
status  of  the  Jew  in  the  medieval  world 
and  his  relations  with  the  Church.  The 
second  lecture  on  “Persecution  and  Its 
Effects”  will  be  given  the  following  Mon¬ 
day,  March  10th,  and  will  be  a  study  of 
the  Crusades,  the  Black  Death  and  the 
Expulsions  and  their  effects  on  the  social, 
religious  and  political  life  of  the  Ghetto. 

These  lectures  will  be  from  9  to  10  p.m. 
and  will  be  preceded  by  a  seminar  course 
to  be  given  by  Rabbi  Kertzer  on  the 
“Architecture  of  the  Prayer  Book”  from 
8  to  8:45  p.m.  Ihe  last  three  lectures  of 
this  seminar  will  be  given  by  Cantor  Put- 
terman  on  the  liturgy  of  the  High  Holy 
Days. 

Registration  for  these  courses  is  open 
to  any  adult  regardless  of  affiliation  with 
the  Synagogue.  The  fees  for  these  courses 
are  small:  $2  for  the  major  lectures  and 
$1  for  the  seminar.  It  is  hoped  that  every¬ 
one  v\  i  1 1  attend  the  lectures.
